S T. JOHN, N. B.—That this port 
Is a concentration point for the 
smuggling of drugs and that the vol¬ 
ume smuggled this winter far exceeds 
the amount brought through any 
American port, including New York, 
Is the assertion of Arthur P. Kelly, an 
agent of the Society for the Suppres¬ 
sion of Narcotics. 

Owing to the lmmenso amount of 
drugs smuggled Into the United Stutes 
from eastern Canada, Kelly was dis¬ 
patched to the maritime provinces to 
Investigate. He has found that twen¬ 
ty American drug smuggling rings are 
making their Importing headquarters 
here and that the forbidden drugs are 
being shipped out of here dally to all 
parts of the United States. 

One of the biggest rings operating 
In St. John has a clearing house In 
Chicago. The personnel of this ring 
Includes two Chicago politicians: the 
others are members of the Chicago 
underworld. 


The manufacturing of men's clothing 
Is utilized as camouflage for the real 
operations. 

The cocaine and morphine handled 
by the Chicago gang are taken aboard 
the steamers by the regular “carriers" 
employed by the ring. Some of these 
persons go as seamen, stewards, oilers. 
Officers, also, in some Instances, act 
as “carriers.” Other “carriers" travel 
as passengers, women particularly. 
More women are used now than ever 
before. The number Is Increasing, for 
women have proved to be efficient. 

Working on the docks, often in im¬ 
portant positions, are agents of the 
various rings. An employee of the 
Chicago ring Is a dock foreman. 

Kelly asserts that since the first of 
December at least $200,000 in drugs, 
computed at Los Angeles prices, have 
been smuggled through St. John for 
California rings only.

ST. PATRICK’S LIFE 
TRACED IN PLACES 
NAMED AFTER HIM 


TLANTA, GA. 


As a climax to the 
n sensation caused when Asa G. 
C'andler, Atlanta Coca Cola millionaire 
and noted philanthropist, broke his en¬ 
gagement to Mrs. Onezlma De Bouchel, 
New Orleans society woman, a suit for 
$.100,000 has been filed by Mrs. De 
Bouchel, charging breach of promise to 
marry and aggravated damages. 

During the latter part of 1922, when 
Mrs. De Bouchel visited Atlanta In a 
vain effort to cleur her name of charges 
against her character, made In anony¬ 
mous letters sent from New Orleans, 
and apparently believed by Candler, 
she declared that she did not want 
money and that vindication was all she 
sought 

The present suit Is entered, It Is said, 
because Candler refused to give the 
names of two men said to have made 
serious charges to him against Mrs. De 
Bouchel, and It was feared that a suit 
was the only way of forcing his hand. 

In her petition. Mrs. De Bouchel, who 
gives her residence as, Reno, Nev., 
where she obtained a divorce, tells In 
detail of her friendship with Mr. Can¬ 
dler, beginning during a visit to At¬ 
lanta, In 1919 as chaperon general at 
the Confederate Veterans' reunion.

Ireland. When he finally reached ths 
Emerald Isle proper, he disembarked 
at Holmpatrlck, another of the many 
places named after him, which la 1» 
cated In the county of Dublin. 

On the Isle of Man. 

It la believed by some historians 
that St. Patrick made a detour at 
this point and sailed northward 
again to the Isle of Man, which they 
consequently claim was called Innls- 
patrlck for some time after to mark 
the occasion of his visit. Here, too, 
he founded a church of KJrk-patrlck 
near the town of Peel. 

After this. It Is thought, he re¬ 
turned to Ireland and began the 
great task he had undertaken. He 
landed In the county of Down, where 
he wayjrreeted by the armed force* 
of the powerful chief, Dlchu, a de¬ 
scendant of an Irish king. The chief 
and the natives believed Patrick and 
his followers were pirates, with which 
both land and sea were Infested at 
that time, and so came out prepared 
to defend their possessions. When he 
learned Putrlck was a harmless mis¬ 
sionary, he was willing to bury the 
hatchet. 

Made Convert of King. 

To Dlchu and the rest St. Patrick 
preached the gospel with the result 
that he wus able to convert the en¬ 
tire tribe and baptized the chief on 
his own threshing door. So Impressed 
was Dlchu with the missionary and 
his teachings that he donated one of 
his barns to be used as a temporary 
chapel and also gave a large plot of 
ground on which the church was to 
be built. The only stipulation Dlchu 
made In gi anting the land was that 
the church, when completed, should 
face north and eouth Instead of east 
and west. 

The barn In which Patrick held 
the first religious services while his 
church wus In the process of construc¬ 
tion, was called Sabbal-patrlck, or 
the barn of Patrick, and from thle 
came the name of the parish of Saul 
which sprung up about It. At Saul, 
tradition claims St. Patrick died 80 
years or more after his first meeting 
with Dlchu. 


She tells of events leading up to their 
engagement, and states that when she 
learned of the bitter opposition that 
manifested Itself she offered twice to 
release him and that twice he refused.

If he suited from a certain 
port or passed through a certain 
town, or founded a church, or built 
• barn, or stood on a rock, or drunk 
out of a well, the port, the town, the 
church, the barn, the rock, and the 
well were all named after him. Hence 
one can trace the Itinerary of his 
earthly travels by the number of 
places which bear, In some form or 
other, the name of Patrick, writes Mar¬ 
jorie Blaine Porter In the Detroit 
News. 

To begin with, there Is Kilpatrick, 
meaning the cell or church of Pat¬ 
rick, In Dumbartonshire, Scotland, 
where it is ussumed, by some hlsto- 
ralns, the saint was bom. In spite of 
the fact that the claim Is disputed by

“I, Patrick, a alnner, the rudest and 
least of all the faithful, and most 
contemptible to very many, had for 
my father, Calpornlus, a deacon, a son 
of Potltus, a presbytr, who dwelt In 
the village of Bannavem Tabernlae, 
for he hud a small farm hard by the 
place.” 

After delving In the past, and In¬ 
vestigating the archives, the major¬ 
ity of scholars and historians now 
agree in placing Bannavem Tabernlae, 
In Scotland, In the neighborhood of 
Dumbarton on the Clyde. Granting, 
then, that 8t. Patrick celebrated his 
first birthday in Dumbartonshire, the 
next place he lived, In accordance to 
the map, was Dalpatrtck, the district 
or division of Patrick, In Lanarkshire.

WHAT BOY SCOUTS HAVE DONE 


The Boy Scouts of America cele¬ 
brated the week of the thirteenth an¬ 
niversary—February 8-15. In Its brief 
history 2,000,000 American boys have 
been Influenced by its program o< 
character building and citizenship 
training, and have promised to follow 
the scout oath which is as follows: 

"On my honor I will do my best: 

“1. To do my duty to God and my 
country, and to obey the scout law; 

“2. To help other people at all times; 

“3. To keep myself physically strong, 
mentally awake, and morally straight.” 

The present membership of boys and 
leaders is over one-half a million. 

The boy scout program in providing 
wholesome work and play for the boy 
in his leisure time, has proved a re¬ 
markable aid In the prevention of Ju¬ 
venile delinquency. 

A large number of universities, col¬ 
leges, normal schools and theological 
seminaries have placed the study of 
scout leadership in their curricull. 
Grade schools are becoming Interested 
in placing the study of the program 
In their work In connection with citi¬ 
zenship training. 

The boy scout movement stresses 
out-of-door life because it believes 
that to be the most helpful type of 
citizen, a boy must become a strong 
and healthy man. Summer camping 
has been put on an organized basis, 
through the efforts of the movement. 
Last summer 200,000 boy scouts went 
into camp for two weeks or more. 

As an aid to the boy in keeping men¬ 
tally alert, the program offers merit 
badges for accomplishment In 61 va¬ 
rious subjects. Scouts through -the 
merit badge system have wonderful 
opportunity to choose wisely and 
thoughtfully their future vocation. 

The wholesome activity, splendid 
courage and skill shown by boy scouts 
have furnished literature for boys with 
high nnd noble themes. The move¬ 
ment also produces a maguzlne for 
boys that has set an excellent stand¬ 
ard in boy reading. 

Muny cities and towns have been 
recipients of services from the boy 
scouts in such work as campaigns for 
safety first, clean-up, better health, 
forest fire prevention, wild-life con¬ 
servation, bird protection, and similar 
Important public Interests. This serv¬ 
ice Is a direct outcome of the training 
which emphasizes "citizenship through 
service.” 

Competent first aid has been given 
by the scouts in countless Individual 
cases, and In connection with many 
public disasters, such as the 1918 In¬ 
flood. the

from the level farmlands. It 
covers an area of seven miles. It 
slopes on three sides. There Is 
a path to the summit from the south side; Its 
length la approximately u mile. 


lids Indicates the size of the figures of the me¬ 
morial. 

The memorial Is to represent the mobilization of 
the Confederate forces. All branches of the army 
—Infantry, cavalry, artillery—will be shown march¬ 
ing across the face of the mountain. A group of 
Confederate leaders will be t-oen In the foreground 
reviewing these troops. This group will include 
Lee, Davis, Jackson. Johnston, Beauregard, Steu- 
art, Gordon and Wheeler. 

Gutznn Borglum, the American sculptor of world¬ 
wide fume. Is the presiding genius of the work. He 
Is quoted as saying thnt he has donated Ills serv¬ 
ices; thut the memorial Is with him a labor of ar¬ 
tistic love; that he Intends to make It his life 
work; that completion may be expected In about 


rays a distance of 700 feet, which Is the distance 
I must project my druwlng from the foot of Stone 
mountain to the point where I Intend to carve. 

"It will ho necessury to fix the lump so thut It 
can he held absolutely motionless. This will be 
due to the fuct that the negative I place In the 
lamp will be magnified muny times over on the 
mountainside. For Instunce, In experiments I have 
made In my studio at Stamford, the head of Gen¬ 
eral Lee’s horse was little more than the size of 
a pinhead on the slide, nnd yet when I projected 
It on a canvas <100 feet away, It wns enlarged to 
the height of 24 feet. A tiny error in the adjust- 
ment of the lamp or In the proportions of the draw¬ 
ing on the negative will be magnified manyfold on 
the mountain.

HELPS BOY "COME BACK" 


The “come hack” of a young Hun¬

It Is estimated that the mountain eontnlns gran¬ 
ite enough to pave a highway 70 times around the 
earth. Quarrying has been done for yeurs and 
many notable buildings the country over are 
built of Its granite. The Venable family owns tho 
mountain and quarrying bus made them rich. It 
Is said that Sum U. Venable swapped u mule for 
the mountain. 

It Is u popular belief In Atlanta nnd towns ad¬ 
jacent to the mountain that It was once the home 
of a great Indian tribe and thnt the Indians were 
the only ones who were ever able to scale the 
perpendicular side. But so far as known history 
goes there has never been a humnn being who has 
succeeded In climbing this side. Many have tried, 
some hnve met death, others have been able to 
get a part of the wny up, but never has n man 
been able to go nil the way to the top of Stone 
mountain except along the one beaten track from 
the south approach. 

The present day Ku Klux Klan held its first 
Initiation nt midnight atop the mountain and since 
that time has held many ceremonials on It It is 
•aid that In the carpetbag days Just after the Civil 
war the real Ku Klux Klun held many meetings 
there. 

Mr. Venable has donated the sheer north cliff 
to the Daughters of the Confederacy, under whose 
auspices the memorial Is being umde. 

The memorial will he curved on the sheer face 
of Stone mountain. Therefore this memorial to 
the “Lost Cause” faces the north—an accidental 
fact, but Interesting! 

This sheer north face of Stone mountain Is 
about 700 feet high. It I* only slightly corroded 
by the elements through the centuries and hears 
no vegetation. Nature has made It ready for the 
chisel of man. 

The memorial. In brief, represents the fighting 
men of the Confederacy marching across the face 
of the cliff. The host will occupy a space of ap¬ 
proximately 700 by 100 feet. The carved strip 
will have about 900 feet of cliff below It and 300 
above 1L Incidentally, the Illustration herewith Is 
not In proportion. 

Oen. Robert K. Lee, with Jefferson Davis, presi¬ 
dent of the Confederacy, leads the muster. His 
head Is nine feet high. A body In proportion would 
he 63 feet tall. A good-sized horse stands 15 hands 

_ 00 inches. A 63-foot man on a 50-foot horse 

would be about 81 feet high from ground to bat. 


eight years; thnt the completed memorial will tuke 
a front rank among the wonders of the world. 

If tho memorial Is to be one of the wonders of 
the world, the methods’of Its making are scurcely 
less wonderful. 

As a preliminary to the actual carving of the fig¬ 
ures, the biggest photograph* ever lmnglned by 
man will he printed on the face of the cliff. 

These photographs will be printed on the cliff 
exactly ns a photographer In his dark room prints 
a picture on u piece of sensitized paper. The side 
of the mountain will be the piece of paper. It 
will he sensitized with chemlcnls. At a distance 
of 700 feet nway on the flat plain will be stationed 
n huge projecting machine. Mr. Borglum will 
stand at the machine and throw his picture on the 
mountain side, where the chemicals will retain 
the Impression on the solid rock. 

“First I will determine the exact location for 
General Lee’s figure, which will be the first to be 
carved. I will make that spot on the mountain 
sensitive to light by pouring chemicals over It 
Men will he lowered down the mountain side with 
several barrels of nitrate of silver. The application 
of the nitrate will, In effect, tum the granite Into 
a sensitized plate. Working only at night, because 
the night Itself will be my dark room. I will let 
the rays of the lamp shine against the sensitized 
mountain side for several hours. 

"After that, more men will be lowered down 
the mountain side. They will pour over the ex¬ 
posed spot developing fluid and then fixing' fluid. 
At last the spot will be washed with about 10,(XX) 
gallons of WHter poured over the brink of the preci¬ 
pice. When daybreak conies the picture should 
be Imprinted plainly. 

“When one spot Is printed the workmen wtll 
begin carving on It at once In order to avoid the 
picture fading by any chance, though it should 
remain there for months, perhaps years. I will 
treat the side of the mountain In this way, sec¬ 
tion by section, until the entire memorial is primed 
and carved.” 

The lamp to which Mr. Borglum refers Is thus 
explained by him: 

“When I first thought of this plan I wrote to dif¬ 
ferent manufacturers of lamps, but at first my 
plan appeared to them to be Impossible. It wasn’t, 
however. I have finished assembling at my studio 
In Stamford, Connecticut, a lamp, the most power¬ 
ful ever built In this country, that will throw Its 


use greut pains, nnd thnt our task of completing 
the outline of the memorial will not be finished 
In a night.” 

It Is evident thnt the carving of the memorial 
is n dungerous undertaking. Mr. Borglum says on 
this point: 

“Of course the work will he filled with dangers. 
Many of the men engaged In It may lose their lives, 
for a false step at any time will mean an Instantan¬ 
eous death—yet the thought of danger only height¬ 
ens my desire to overcome all ohstucles. 

“It Is my plan to carve the figures of Lee and 
of Davis first, a work that will cost about $100,060; 
then I will proceed with the others In the mnln 
group; and after thnt I hope to carve an entire 
army marching across the face of the mountain. 
If I am able to do that, the various groups of the 
memorial will extend for a dlstunce of 700 feet 
across the mountainside. 

“The memorial, as I plan It, will without rtonht 
be the greatest monument ever hnllt. The single 
figures will dwarf other pieces of sculpture, and 
the entire effect of an army marching across the 
mountain In review before their lenders will be big¬ 
ger than anything of Its sort ever before at¬ 
tempted." 

The successful completion of the memorial wtll 
doubtless result In other features that will trans¬ 
form the neighborhood. 

Mr. Vennhle, who lives In Atlanta and Is a mil¬ 
lionaire, has subscribed liberally to a project for 
an open-air theater at the foot of the cliff, below 
the memorial. It has been demonstrated that the 
sheer cliff constitutes a most renmrkuble sounding 
board. Marie Tiffany, nn opera stnr, sang with 
her back to the cliff and It Is said that her voice 
was heard at a distance of a mile. An orchestral 
concert wns recently given at the foot of the cliff 
with astonishing results. So It Is proposed to 
build an enormous open-air theater, patterned 
after the Coliseum of Rome and seating 20,000 per¬ 
sons. 

Mr. Venable also says that he hopes the Daugh¬ 
ters of the Confederacy will build a hotel adjacent 
to the park of several hnndred * ’res to be estab¬ 
lished at the foot of the mountain. He Intimates 
that unless they do he will himself build a fine 
tourist hotel to take care of the crowds of visitors. 

Then there Is talk of a museum along lines sug¬ 
gested by the memorial. This may be established 
in chambers to bs blasted oat of the mountain.
